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U-turn on jet skis 

PUBLIC OPINION FORCES DISTRICT COUNCILTO RECONSIDER 


PUBLIC opinion has forced West Dorset District 
Council to think again about their controversial 
proposal to allow jet-skis to launch from the 
Cobb harbour for a trial period. 

Following a Facebook campaign - “Keep jet skis out of 
West Dorset” - which attracted over 100 followers, district

council officials have been inundated in recent days with 
complaints drawing attention to the unsuitability of the 
personal watercraft operating from the Lyme and West 
Bay harbours. 

West Dorset MP Oliver Letwin also joined the legion 
of protesters and, in a letter to district council chief ex¬ 
ecutive, David Clarke, he wrote: “I am bound to say that 
I rather share the view taken by my correspondents that 
the peaceful enjoyment of Lyme Bay is likely to be very 
much diminished by what are inevitably very noisy ma¬ 
chines.” 

Not consulted 

The idea of allowing jet skis to use the harbour was 
raised at meetings of the harbour users in Lyme and West 
Bay last October where the district council claim there 
was “almost 100 per cent support”. 

The Lyme meeting included a representative from 
Lyme Regis Town Council as well as business represen¬ 
tatives from around the Cobb. 

Harbour users have since denied this and town council¬ 
lors complained that they had not been consulted. 

In a letter to one of the protesters, district council leisure 
and tourism manager Nick Thornley recognised that the 
decision could “cause a reaction” so came up with the 
idea of a trial with a limited number of permits. 

He said: “The aim of this was for everyone to see what 
a modern jet ski looked like and sounded like. Then it 
will be for the district council to consider a long term de¬ 
cision. 


“We intend to look at this issue over the summer and 
encourage feedback based on fact rather than emotion 
and hearsay.” 

But after being deluged with complaints, Mr Thornley 
has informed one of the leading protesters, Jill Newton, 
saying: “We will have another look at this issue. 

“In looking at the jet ski issue in more depth via a con¬ 
sultation we did not want to cause any concern locally. It 
is a relatively minor issue in terms of harbour operation. 
It is not about income generation, as some have said, and 
as it is causing quite a bit of negative reaction locally I 
think we ought to change direction.

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IT was a chance glance at a website advertise¬ 
ment that led Ros Fry into a whole new career 
when she was least expecting it. 

As Dorset Area Volunteer Manager for Cancer 
Research UK, Ros is currently responsible for 
looking after volunteers throughout the 
county and encouraging people to fundraise 
in whatever ways they can to help beat cancer. 

With a background in Arts Marketing and 
Communications, Ros has found that her skills 
are very relevant to the work she now does for 
Cancer Research UK. 

Ros is 52 and lives in Bridport with husband 
Chris, sons Matthew and Dominic, and Jack 
Russell terrier Lettie. 


■ HOW did you end up getting the job? 

Well, strangely enough I wasn’t really looking for a new 
job. I had never worked in a charity before. I’d worked 
all my life in the cultural sector, for museums and arts 
venues. Like a lot of people my friend got cancer and 
I’d been affected by that, so I was looking for informa¬ 
tion. The job just scrolled past me on a website and I 
thought, ‘Yeah, I could do that’, so I applied. 

■ HOW has an arts background been of benefit to 
you in this job? 

Working in the cultural sector was a lot about working 
with people, working out what motivates them and how 
to get the best out of them. That is exactly the same with 
the work I now do. People in the arts world are very 
passionate about what they do, so they will go the extra 
mile. They will work hard, not because they get good 
incomes, but because they are passionate. The same is 
true of fundraisers at Cancer Research UK. Also, the 
colleagues I work with are incredibly passionate and 
motivated people. It’s quite a change, a different world, 
but many of the things are the same. 

■ WHAT kind of fundraising events have been 
going on in Dorset recently? 

Well, some fundraisers are in groups that do regular 
events. There are 30 groups in Dorset that I regularly 
work with, so they may do the same things at certain 
times of the year. For instance, the Bridport group have 
a ‘Famous Curry Lunch’ every February, or they might 
do coffee mornings, or Bingo or Beetle drives as regular 
events. Then there are individual fundraisers who de¬ 
cide to do something as a challenge like cycling from 
John O’Groats to Lands End. I had a young man re¬ 



cently who got sponsored to shave off his dreadlocks. 


■ HOW can people get involved with raising 
money for Cancer Research UK? 

The best thing to do is look at the website www.cancer- 
researchuk.org and you can get a pamphlet that contains 
lots of ideas. Then I ring you up and help make it happen. 
Do something that you enjoy doing anyway and raise 
money from it. It’s fine if it’s only a small amount. If lots 
of people donate small amounts it adds up to making a 
huge difference. If you do just one meal this year where 
you ask friends to dress up and come to dinner and pay 
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you money you could raise £100, and if everybody did 
that then it would be brilliant. Sponsored walks are al¬ 
ways very successful, there’s one in Bournemouth and 
Poole every year that raises a lot. Also, the ‘Race for 
Life’ events are really popular and you get fit at the same 
time, there are races in Sherborne and Dorchester com¬ 
ing up this year. Fundraising Gala’s and Balls are good 
too as well as things that don’t cost too much to organise 
but are fun to do. 

■ WHAT other interests do you have outside of 
work? 

I play the ukulele, I play real tennis, I enjoy swimming 
and walking my dog Lettie, and I go to a book group 
which has been running for some time. It’s with a group 
of friends and we meet once a month. I like to read a lot. 

■ WHAT three good reads would you recommend 
this year? 

For Christmas I asked for three great books. One is called 
‘Vertigo’ by Winfried Sebald; it’s a kind of philosophical 
travelogue. Then there’s ‘The Emperor of all Maladies’ 
by Siddhartha Mukherjee which is basically a biography 
of cancer. My other choice is a book by Simon Garfield 
called ‘What’s My Type?’, which is all about fonts and 
typefaces. A lot of my work in the past has been about 
marketing and communications and the big challenge for 
Cancer Research UK is how do you communicate sci¬ 
ence and that’s why I asked for that book.

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Oh yez! Lyme has new town crier

ALAN Vian has been 
named new town crier for 
Lyme Regis. 

It was announced that 
Mr Vian would take on 
the role by the Mayor, 
Councillor Sally Holman, 
on Monday evening after 
interviews and a cry-off 
in front of councillors and 
interested members of the 
public. 

Mr Vian - well-known 
around the town as secre¬ 
tary of the Regatta and 
Carnival Committee, or¬ 
ganising many of Lyme’s 
favourite summertime 
events - competed against 
two other candidates. 

Candidates included 
Ruth Katz, a former 
teacher who moved to 
Lyme in 1995 and ex¬ 
pressed a great interest in 
the town’s history during 
her interview, especially 
in Mary Anning. 

The third candidate was 


Andrew Brown, who cur¬ 
rently lives in Rousdon 
and is hoping to shortly 
move into Lyme or Up- 
lyme. He said that former 
town crier Phil Street had 
left “quite a mark on his 
life”. 

But it was Mr Vian who 
impressed councillors 
most with his extensive 
knowledge on the history 
of Lyme Regis and the 
role of town crier, and his 
experience in organising 
events and taking part in 
civic activities. 

When asked what at¬ 
tracted him to the volun¬ 
tary post, Mr Vian said: “I 
passionately love Lyme 
Regis - all the pomp and 
ceremony of all the 
events. A particularly 
special thing is that we 
have a mayor who takes 


part in so many events 
around the town.” 

Speaking on the history 
of the town, he added: 
“It’s an amazing place 
and there are so many im¬ 
portant people in Lyme’s 
history... All of these peo¬ 
ple who have had an im¬ 
pact - that’s Lyme’s 
history, and it is a living 
history.” 

Mr Vian - who lives in 
Colway Lane with wife 
Lynne, having moved to 
the town eight years ago - 
said he believed the town 
crier played a very impor¬ 
tant role in the town and 
“added dignity” to 
events. 

He said that he would 
do anything he could to 
help and promote local 
organisations if he were 
appointed and being town

crier would take prece¬ 
dence over any other 
commitments. 

Following his inter¬ 
view, Mr Vian went on to 


give a generic cry about 
Lyme Regis, recom¬ 
mended by former town 
criers Mr Street and 
Richard Fox, and proved

he could carry his voice 
well in front of an audi¬ 
ence. 

The traditional role of 
town crier was opened up 
when Mr Street retired 
after 18 years in Septem¬ 
ber last year, and moved 
to South France to take 
up a promotion with Au¬ 
gusta Westland Helicop¬ 
ters. 


A new uniform will 
now be made for Mr 
Vian, in time for him to 
officially take on the role 
before Easter, when the 
town’s main events 
begin. 

Town clerk Mike Lewis 
said: “We were really 
pleased to have three can¬ 
didates competing for the 
role. It was good to have 


a choice and overall was 
very good. Obviously, 
councillors were very 
pleased that Alan ac¬ 
cepted the position.” 

Following his appoint¬ 
ment, the Mayor said 
they had had “three very 
good candidates” and 
thanked them all for the 
effort they had put into 
applying for the role.

“We were really only hav¬ 
ing a look at the issue be¬ 
cause many of the harbour 
users thought that our cur¬ 
rent policy to ban jet skis 
was odd or unfair.” 

Mr Thornley added that a 
meeting was being held in¬ 
ternally yesterday (Tues¬ 
day) to reconsider the 
decision to hold a trial pe¬ 
riod with limited permit 
holders. 

In his letter to the district 
council’s chief executive, 
Mr Letwin said he thought 
it would be better to hold 


the trial at a different loca¬ 
tion “where this is more 
background noise and 
which depends less on the 
tranquility of its setting for 
its charm and attraction to 
tourists than Lyme Regis”. 

And he added: “Wey¬ 
mouth and Portland springs 
to mind as one possibility.”

New lifeboat to arrive in March

LYME Regis should receive its new £180,000 RNLI 
lifeboat at the beginning of March, members of the 
volunteer crew have been told. 

And for the first time the crew have seen pictures 
of the new boat as it nears completion at the RNLI's 
boat-building centre on the Isle of Wight. 

The new boat is one metre longer, can take an extra 
crew member, is faster than the current vessel and is 
fitted with the latest equipment, including radar, GPS 
and a video camera. 

Officials from Lyme Regis visited the Inshore 
Lifeboat Centre at East Cowes last week as the new 
boat - an Atlantic 85 class - was nearing the end of 
its 13 week construction. 

The boat, which will be officially named later this 
year, is currently known by her number B857. 

The new vessel will replace the "Pearl of Dorset", an 
Atlantic 75, which has been serving Lyme Regis since 
1967. 

Manager of Atlantic boat building, Glynn Ferguson, 


said: 

"These boats are bespoke 
pieces of kit. The crew will love the new vessel for a 
number of reasons, such as the much smoother ride 
because of the increased V-shape of the bottom and, 
of course, the radar which makes the search and res¬ 
cue capability so efficient" 

The new boat is powered by two 115hp engines 
and will be capable of 35 knots. 

Lyme Regis crew members will be going on a famil¬ 
iarisation course at the RNLI's Poole headquarters be¬ 
fore sailing the new boat to the resort to begin 
service on March 3rd.

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Double yellow lines 
debate causes friction 
in council chamber 


COUNCILLORS were split over a 
suggestion to paint double yellow lines 
on a section of Uplyme Road outside 
the Woodroffe School in Lyme Regis. 

The suggestion came from PC 
Richard Winward and officers of the 
Dorset County Council Highways De¬ 
partment, who both watched traffic 
congestion problems outside the 
school during a weekday at 3.30pm, 
which they said was caused by vehi¬ 
cles parking immediately left of the 
school drive where there are no yellow 
lines. 

Councillor Michaela Ellis argued 
that she didn’t think the yellow lines 
would have much effect on the prob¬ 
lem. 

She said: “So put in yellow lines and 
people will park there anyway and no¬ 
body will enforce it. It already happens 
at St Michael’s. There are yellow lines 
there and people park all over the 
place.” 

Councillor Terry O’Grady said that 
the police could enforce it if people 
were parking dangerously or causing 
an obstruction. He added: “We have to 
be seen to be doing something.” 

Councillor Ellis added: “We will still 
have a problem because cars won’t be 
able to stop so parents will drive up 
and down, up and down, looking for 
their child. I think it will cause more 
problems.” 

Councillor O’Grady: “To be honest, 
no matter what we do no one is going 
to take a blind bit of notice until some¬ 
body gets run over.” 

Councillor Chris Clipson, who spoke

in support of the police suggestion, 
said: “I never was that to happen but if 
it did, we should be seen to have done 
everything we could to prevent it.” 

Councillor Ellis said that putting in 
double yellow lines would just shift 
parking problems to another area of the 
town. She added: “I know it’s our town 
and we should support our police but I 
do not feel like this is going to do any¬ 
thing.” 

Councillor Rikey Austin argued: “So 
what’s the alternative - do nothing? 
No. We put in the lines and we get PC 
Winward to stand there, enforce it and 
move people on.” 

Councillor Ellis: “And in six months 
we will be having the same problem.” 

Councillor Austin: “We can’t just do 
nothing because it might move the 
problem elsewhere. We have to protect 
the children.” 

Councillor Austin also suggested that 
the council work with the school and 
police to educate parents about the 
parking issues. 

Councillor Ellis suggested talking to 
Dorset County Council as they might 
say “no chance”. 

It was decided to speak to county 
council highways officers to get their 
opinion and to work with the police 
and school to find other solutions to 
the problem. 


Cyclist calls for bike racks to 
be installed around Lyme 


TOWN councillors are taking forward 
a suggestion to install bicycle racks 
at three locations around Lyme 
Regis. 

The suggestion came from Colway 
Lane resident and cyclist Liz Davis, 
who proposed racks be installed near 
the Harbourmaster's Office at the 
Cobb, the Pound Street entrance to 
Langmoor Gardens and on Gun Cliff 
Walk below the Rock Point Inn. 

Mrs Davis said this would help to 
reduce traffic congestion, particu¬ 
larly in the summer, would boost the 
local economy as shops and busi¬ 
nesses would be more accessible, re¬ 
duce fuel emissions, improve the 
health and fitness of local people and 
free-up spaces in car parks. 

Councillor Chris Clipson said he was 
"very impressed"with Mrs Davis'pro¬ 
posal but pointed out that Gun Cliff 
Walk and all areas of the harbour 
were owned by West Dorset District 
Council. 

"We could, however, make strong 
recommendations to the district 
council," he added. 

"I can't see any problems with a 
rack at the Gun Cliff Walk location. At 
the Cobb I think the harbourmaster 
might say'no, go away' but maybe in 


the car park reserved for boat own¬ 
ers. I have never seen that full up." 

Councillor Lorna Jenkin said she 
thought cyclists would prefer it if the 
racks were somewhere in view from 
the beach. She also thought that hol¬ 
idaymakers may be willing to pay for 
their bikes to be locked in a safe com¬ 
pound, and suggested the council 
talk to the Dorset Cycle Network for 
advice. 

It was also suggested that there 
was not enough space for a rack at 
the entrance to Langmoor Gardens 
but that one could be placed near 
the library instead. 

Councillor Jenkin added: "If we put 
in safe places for bikes we would find 
ourselves on the cyclists' map and 
they don't bring anything but their 
bike with them. They buy everything 
in the town - it's very good." 

Councillor Rikey Austin suggested 
that some funding may be available 
for the racks, as a way of encouraging 
sport for the 2012 Olympics. 

"Something as simple as this could 
be our Olympic legacy," she added. 

It was decided to take the idea for¬ 
ward and speak to the Dorset Cycle 
Network.

Francesca Evans explores the need for superfast broadband a 




HIGH-SPEED OLYMPIC LEGACY 


THE 2012 Olympic Games will 
bring superfast broadband to 
Weymouth and Portland, giving 
thousands access to high-speed 
internet connections during the 
international sailing events. 

Having originally only earmarked 
Portland for the Olympic upgrade, BT 
announced in September that Wey¬ 
mouth was one of 114 communities 
chosen in the latest phase of its £2.5 
billion fibre-optic, superfast broad¬ 
band roll-out - promising to deliver it 
in time for the Games. 

Almost 20,000 homes and businesses 
in Weymouth are now expected to 
benefit from the 40 mega bit per sec¬ 
ond download speeds, and a further 
5,400 on Portland, as well as over 500 
athletes and officials during the sailing. 

The cable for this superfast broad¬ 
band in Portland will remain in place 
after the Olympics. However, the con¬ 
nection will only be kept if businesses 
prove there is a need. 

The Dorset Digital Taskforce, set up 
by Dorset Chamber of Commerce to 
lobby and negotiate with internet 
service providers to improve broad¬ 
band speeds across the county, has 
been working on a campaign to keep 


the connection in Portland after the 
Olympics. 

However, chairman Dr Monica See¬ 
ley, is concerned that businesses are 
not showing enough interest because 
they don't know what a difference su¬ 
perfast broadband will make. 

She said: "To keep the connection 
working, Dorset will have to put up a 
good case. If we don't have a plan, the 
cable will just lay there un-used. 

"It will not happen without local 
businesses driving up the demand 
and, at the moment, that is not hap¬ 
pening. I think this is because busi¬ 
nesses can't see what superfast 
broadband can do for them. What we 
need to do is start help¬ 
ing our users un¬ 
derstand what 
they could do 
if they had su¬ 
perfast broad¬ 
band."

DORCHESTER has 
also been lucky 
enough to be named 
as one of BT's 114 
towns to get super¬ 
fast broadband by 
the end of 2012. 

Phil Gordon, project di¬ 
rector of Dorchester 
Business Improvement 
District, has welcomed 
the news but empha¬ 
sised how important fast 
broadband is for busi¬ 
nesses across the whole 
of the county. 

He said: "High speed 
broadband is essential 
to nearly all businesses 
these days, and it is a key 
consideration of people 
considering moving to 
the area - ask any estate 
agent. If we want to at¬ 
tract more new busi¬ 
nesses, and therefore 
more jobs, to Dorchester 
then we have to have a 
good business infra¬ 
structure and support 
networks as well as the 
other more natural at¬ 
tractions of living in one 
of the most beautiful

areas in the UK. 

"It was not that many 
years ago when we 
somehow managed to 
use the internet with 
slow dial-up modems, 
but the way technology 
has raced forward many 
of the most recent inno¬ 
vations, such as low- 
cost, high-performance 
video conferencing, sim¬ 
ply will not work reliably 
enough with slow 
broadband. 

"This is putting Dorset 
businesses at a disad¬ 
vantage when they are 
competing with compa¬ 
nies in fast broadband 
areas as clients need reg¬ 
ular face to face meet¬ 
ings either in person or 
via a video conference. 

"More and more shops 
in town are realising the 
importance of having a 
web offering with online 
ordering to supplement 
their high street pres¬ 
ence and this too in¬ 
creases the importance 


of having a fast connec¬ 
tion." 

Lyme Regis town coun¬ 
cilor Lucy Campbell, 
who manages commu¬ 
nity learning centre Ly- 
meNet, has also spoken 
of the importance of su¬ 
perfast broadband to 
businesses. 

She said that a higher 
speed would be "really 
helpful" to LymeNet as 
both staff and clients 
solely rely on using the 
internet. 

"Particularly in rural 
areas it is really impor¬ 


tant, as there are more 
businesses working 
from home," she added. 

In Bridport, Jon Stow, 
speaking on behalf of 
Bridport Chamber of 
Commerce, added: "I 
would certainly agree 
that every business 
should benefit from at 
least 2 mega bits per 
second so this is a good 
general target to aim for 
as a minimum speed for 
downloads. 

"Any improvements in 
the communications 
structure will ultimately 



benefit everyone. In my 
opinion, a reliable con¬ 
nection is more impor¬ 
tant than a fast 
connection."

WORKING TOWARDS SUPERFAST CONNECTIONS: 
THE FACTS AND FIGURES 


SO what about the rest of Dorset? Across the 
county there is a call for an improved inter¬ 
net connection and in rural areas the need 
is desperate. Research carried out on behalf 
of Dorset County Council showed that some 
premises in West and North Dorset were still 
only able to get a 1990s-style dial-up con¬ 
nection. 

West Dorset proved to be the area worst affected by 
poor connections, with almost 38 per cent of properties 
working below the desired speed of at least 2 mega bits 
per second (Mbps). 

The Department of Culture, Media and Sport has 
now invested £530 million into bringing the whole of 
the UK up to the speed of at least 2Mbps by 2015, with 
£9.44 million of this being allocated to Dorset. Al¬ 
though this target is below the national average speed 
of 4.1 Mbps, the government has said it strikes a balance 
between the desire for ever-faster broadband and the 
costs implied in providing it. 

To receive the grant, Dorset must match-fund the 
£9.44 million, with West Dorset District Council offering 
£1.3 million toward this and Weymouth and Portland 
Borough Council, on top of their Olympic improve¬ 
ments, putting in over £153,000. 

In its Local Broadband Plan - submitted to Broad¬ 
band Delivery UK as part of the funding application - 
Dorset County Council has been particularly ambitious, 
aiming to deliver speeds of 30Mbps across the county 
by 2020. 

The Dorset Digital Taskforce is currently working with 
the county council to win its share of the funding and 
achieve its target. Dr Seeley has pointed out, however, 
that if it does receive the grant, the council will then 
have to go to a shortlist of internet providers and con¬ 
vince them why they should come to Dorset. To help 
fight Dorset's case, local communities are now being 
asked to express interest and prove there is a need for 
improved broadband speeds across the county. 

In Lyme Regis, the town council has created a survey 
and is asking all local businesses and individuals who

The survey can be found at http://www.survey- 
monkey.eom/s/JF7QDJ8 or can be downloaded from 
the town council's website www.lymeregis.gov.uk 
Other towns are expected to set up similar registra¬ 
tion schemes soon. 


ALTHOUGH Dorset 
County Council's main 
aim is to provide speeds 
of 30Mbps by 2020, it 
has recognised that de¬ 
livering this superfast 
connection to some 
more rural areas will be 
"very difficult" to 
achieve in the short 
term. 

In these communities, 
the national target of 
2Mbps will be followed, 
with hopes of improving 
the speed further in the 
future. This is expected to 
affect up to five 
per cent of 
properties 
in Dorset. 

These 
rural com¬ 
munities 
are known 
as the Final 
Third - the last 30 per cent 
of the UK where market 
failure is predicted for su¬ 
perfast broadband. 

The map above shows 
the areas in Dorset which 
receive less than 2Mbps 
(marked in red), against 
the areas which recieve 
2Mbps or more - most of 
the main towns (marked 
in green). Areas that re¬ 
cieve less that 2Mbps are 
known as "slow-spots". Al¬ 
though slow, most places 
across Dorset do have 
some kind of connection - 
but there still are a few 
areas that cannot receive 
any kind of broadband at 
all. 

These areas are de¬ 
scribed as"not-spots"and

Jet ski trial: unanimous opposition 
rather than'overwhelming support' 


What's next? Banana boats? 


■ WEST Dorset District councillors should be in no 
doubt where public opinion lies on the question of the 
jet ski trial. 

There has been loud and unanimous opposition since 
the plan was announced. This was reinforced at the 
meeting of Bridport Town Council Plans Committee 
last week. The room was full of members of the public, 
many of whom spoke against the trial and the council¬ 
lors themselves were scathing about both the proposal 
itself and the total lack of consultation with town coun¬ 
cils and members of the public. 

Despite the weight of public opinion against the de¬ 
cision WDDC persist in making misleading claims that 
due consultative processes have been followed and du¬ 
bious arguments in support of their case. 

Look at what has been said. Mr Gould, WDDC leader, 
claims “overwhelming support” from harbour user 
groups in West Bay and Lyme. You are easily over¬ 
whelmed sir! 

Consider this. There are 160 private moorings in 
Lyme harbour. The opinions of this, probably the 
largest interest group, were not heard at the meeting be¬ 
cause the representative did not attend it. By the way, 
the representative is appointed by council staff and is 
neither elected by the mooring holders or known to 
most of them. Democracy in action? 

Mr Gould has repeatedly said “we do not want to 
cause concern”. By now it must be blindingly obvious 
that he has failed to achieve that objective. If he means 
what he says, there is a very straightforward solution. 

The WDDC harbour and tourism manager demon¬ 


strates either his lack of local knowledge, or something 
worse, when he states that “it is important to note that 
they (jet skis) can be launched from virtually anywhere 
along the coast, and they often do”. 

Interestingly, the leader of the council has started to 
make exactly the same point in one of his “standard let¬ 
ter” responses. Jet skiers may be muscular but even 
they would have trouble getting their machines across 
our shingle beaches. I have been a very regular boater 
along our coast for several years and have never seen a 
jet ski launched from the beach. Perhaps you are con¬ 
fusing us with Weymouth. 

I could go on. The replies that I have received and 
comments that I have seen from WDDC on the issue 
range from patronising to misleading and undermine 
the credibility of the whole council. Our district council 
has come up with this “good idea” and, despite the fact 
that they state that there is no great demand from jet ski 
users and no pressure to bring in the policy change, they 
are forcing it on us. Residents, town councils, parish 
councils have not been consulted and rather than “over¬ 
whelming support” there is almost unanimous opposi¬ 
tion. 

There is nothing democratic about this process and it 
is little wonder that people are beginning to look under 
stones to find the true motivation behind this bizarre, 
authoritarian exercise.

The machines are built 
for high speed and for wave hopping. How will the de¬ 
cision makers feel if there is an accident and there are in¬ 
juries?

Cars recieve fixed penalties 
for oversized and loud exhausts 


LYME Regis Police now have new equipment 
to measure vehicle noise and have already put 
it to use, giving three fixed penalties for cars 
over the maximum limit. 

PC Richard Winward said the police receive 
numerous complaints about cars with oversized 
exhausts making excessive noise. 

At the weekend, they tested four vehicles for 
this - three of which were issued fixed penalty 
notices. The drivers have now been asked to fix 
standard exhausts and, if they are caught again 
making excessive noise, they will be summoned 
to court. 

PC Winward said that he would welcome in¬ 
formation from residents of Lyme Regis, Char- 
mouth and the surrounding villages and 
communities of any vehicle that they suspect to 
be excessively noisy. 

He added: “Usually, these cars stand out as the 
exhaust tail pipe is much bigger than a standard 
exhaust. Police will also check with the driver’s 
insurance company to make sure they have been 
informed that a non-standard exhaust has been

fitted. It may be that they invalidate the policy, and 
if there is no insurance, then we will seize the car.” 

On Saturday, two drivers were also issued with 
Section 59 Police Reform Act written warnings, 
following a complaint from a Charmouth resident 
about their bad driving in the village. 

Both vehicles involved also had excessively 
noisy exhaust systems, which are now in the 
process of being changed before being allowed on 
the road. 

A Section 59 warning lasts a year, and if any fur¬ 
ther complaint is received within the year the ve¬ 
hicle can be seized by police. 

■ POLICE are calling for information about an in¬ 
cident, in which an object was thrown at and 
smashed a window in Lyme Regis. 

The incident took place at about 1.45am on Jan¬ 
uary 11th, when a bedroom window in Kingway 
was smashed. 


News from Uplyme Parish Council 


■ UPLYME Parish Council has objected to 
plans to demolish the village's former Post Of¬ 
fice and build two-storey resdential units on its 
site. 

The former Post Office and store, on Lyme 
Road, closed last year with the shop moving to 
Uplyme Filling Station. Four Uplyme residents 
have also objected to the plans, and East 
Devon District Council will now consider the 
planning appliation. 

■ IT was agreed at the recent parish council 
meeting that the memorial chestnut tree in 
Pound Lane, which is terminally infected with 


chestnut bleeding canker disease, should be 
felled. 

The council will consider suitable replace¬ 
ment native trees, after discussion with the 
Horticultural Society, in time for planting next 
winter. 

■ FOLLOWING Councillor Sellers resignation 
in December, a vacancy for a co-opted coun¬ 
cillor has become available on Uplyme Parish 
Council.

work that children are 
doing at school. How¬ 
ever, homework should 
not always be written 
work. For younger chil¬ 
dren it will largely be: 
reading with parents or 
carers, informal games 
to practice mathemati¬ 
cal skills.

Still, because once again I am wholly glad of living,

my grandmother, 
with ownership of half her mind - 
the other half having flown back to Bohemia - 

spread newspapers over the porch floor 
so, she said, the garden ants could crawl beneath, 
as under a blanket, and keep warm, 

and what shall I wish for, for myself, 
but, being so struck by the lightning of years, 
to be like her with what is left, that loving. 

HOWWOULD YOU LIVE THEN? 

What if a hundred rose-breasted grosbeaks 
flew in circles around your head? What if 
the mockingbird came into the house with you and 
became your advisor? What if 
the bees filled your walls with honey and all 
you needed to do was ask them and they would fill 
the bowl? What if the brook slid downhill just 
past your bedroom window so you could listen 
to its slow prayers as you fell asleep? What if 
the stars began to shout their names, or to run 
this way and that way above the clouds? What if 
you painted a picture of a tree, and the leaves 
began to rustle, and a bird cheerfully sang 
from its painted branches? What if you suddenly 
saw 

that the silver of water was brighter than the silver 
of money? What if you finally saw 
that the sunflowers, turning toward the sun all day 
and every day - who knows how, but they do it 
- were more precious, more meaningful than gold? 


WHY I WAKE EARLY 

Flello, sun in my face. 

Flello, you who make the morning 
and spread it over the fields 
and into the faces of the tulips 
and the nodding morning glories, 
and into the windows of, even, the 
miserable and the crotchety -

Safe young drivers 
must be rewarded 

THE 1AM (Institute of Advanced Motorists) is calling on the gov¬ 
ernment to work with insurers to offer discounts on premiums for 
young drivers who take further driver training, ahead of theTrans- 
port Select Committee's report on the cost of motor insurance, 
published tomorrow. The 1AM also wants to see a review of the 
driving test, to ensure that it is fit for purpose. 

The committee of MPs has been investigating the high cost of 
motor insurance. Premiums have risen significantly over the last 
few years and this is having a big impact on young drivers. 

The average car insurance premium for young males aged 17- 
22 is £2,977, more than three times the average premium of £907. 
For young females the average premium is almost twice as much 
as the average at £1,682. The figure for females will rise further in 
December when new gender equality laws come into effect. 

A survey commissioned for the committee found that 21 per 
cent of young drivers had considered driving without insurance^, 
and nearly a third (30 per cent) have considered altering the infor¬ 
mation they provide to insurance firms in order to secure a lower 
quote. 

A recent 1AM survey of2,000 novice young drivers*2 found that 
only half reported positively on feeling fully prepared for driving 
on their own.There is a real need to ensure that young drivers are 
fully prepared for driving on their own, with reasonable insurance 
premiums to discourage them from breaking the law by driving 
uninsured. 

Seventy four per cent of novice drivers said that they would defi¬ 
nitely take further training if it saved them money on their car in¬ 
surance. The driving test needs to be reviewed, and a system of 
post test training, linked to cheaper insurance, introduced. 

1AM chief executive Simon Best said:"The simplest way to reduce 
insurance premiums is to prevent accidents.This is especially true 
for young male drivers who are most at risk of being involved in 
an accident. We need to start rewarding good drivers by encour¬ 
aging further driver training through cheaper insurance. 

"Pass Plus no longer provides a respected or effective training 
offering. The government, insurance and road safety industries 
need to work closely together to develop a better, universally 
recognised option - a partnership which the 1AM is keen to be a 
part of'
